were compelled to leave as our 
was Ii nilled. 
Bv the way, I must 
not forget to state that Robert Sh**)* 
herd an i I w< ** hospitably entertain­ 
ed by one of the natives, who took us 
to hts dwelling— a stone building— 
and Introduced us to his filmily. 
He 
in cd to be a well educated man 
and 
verj 
gentlemanly. 
The family 
were all seated on bamboo mats on 
Hie floor, but arm chair* were re­ 
served for us. 
Having partaken of 
fruit, he bade us adieu, wishing us 
God speed and a safe voyage. 
I staving here, we were seven days 
steaming to Wellington, the seat of 
the New Zealand government, land­ 
ing on December 19. 
W e laid here 
for three days 
Tile scenery around 
tills town is very pretty and gave us 
great delight. 
This is a very busy

Our cargo of fruit was dls- 
pat< bed here and we re-loaded with 
a miscellaneous cargo, including scrap 
iron.
